DIVORCE DECREE SET ASIDE.” 


Judge Sherman has set aside the di- 
vorce decree granted a year ago to Jo- 
seph Garner, who accused his wife Elise 
of infidelity, on the ground that the 
decree was obtained through fraud and 
perjury.

At the hearing before Judge Sher- 
man, Sweeney, Dow & Cox, who repre- 
sented Garner, sought to show that the 
boy was lying when he said he had 
testified falsely and that he really told 
the truth when, he described the alleg- 
ed.acts of infidelity. Knox, Coulson &

perjury and that there was no truth to 
the accusations made against Mrs. 
Garner. Judge Sherman's decision sus- 
tains the wife.

This writing in of the name 
seems to make a more personal mat- 
ter of the invitation, and suggests the 
simple customs of old times, when the 
bride asked only her most intimate 
friends to be present at the most sol- 
emn occasion of her life, says Good 
Housekeeping. The modern theory of 
weddings is far enough removed frorr 
that idea, but the gracious suggestion 
of it in spite of the formality of the 
engraved invitation is certainly pleas- 
ant, and makes the invitation even 
more of a compliment to the guest. 
Of course the name is written in by a 
skilled penman, who makes it hare 
monize with the engraving and some 
of the oid English lettering is beauti- 
ful. 

The very newest form of words omit 
the names of bride a groom alto- 
gether from the invitation proper, and 
incloses separate cards of the young 
peonvle, engraved to correspond in 
style and size of script. This natural- 
ly makes the invitation shorter, and as 
under any circumstances, the size of 
the s+ -‘ is always the same—six and 
a quarter by five and a quarter inches 
is the approved size—it, gives a good 
effect of more compactness and wider 
margin.’ It fs an innovation, but a 
very elegant one, pronounced absolute- 
ly correet-by the proper authorities.

DO NOT LIKE THE NEW LAW. 

Reports from the industrial centres of 
Massachusetts -indicate for,the most 
part dissatisfaction with the working 
of the new election law, which forbdis 
establishments’ to open until two hours 
after the opening of the polls. 

Both mill men and operatives in this 
city are dissatisfied. The small re- 
tailers in Worcester ignoré the new law 
and mill hands dislike it. 

Laboring men in Springfield like the 
law, but it is not very well obeyed. 
Some Taunton manufacturers forgot 
all about the new law, but there were 
no complaints. 

The innovation pleased New Bedford 
so well that the millhands want it 
made half a day instead of two hours. 

The new law lost 500 votes in Clinton, 
two unions voting to refrain from vot- 
ing in order to protest against the stat- 
ute. 

In Fall River the new law brought 
out 2000 more votes than ever before. 

Lowell manufacturers may contest 
the law as unconstitutional. Polls 
may be opened at 5 a. m. next time. 

The new law did not give satisfaction 
here. The mill men did not like it and 
the operatives are very much -dissatis- 
fled as it affects their pay. While it un- 
doubtedly had some effect on the early 
voting here, those who watched the 
polling places during the early hours 
of the morning say that very few more 
operatives voted before 8 o'clock than 
usual, and many of the operatives ad- 
mit that they took the opportunity to 
remain in bed longer than usual. The 
local opinion is clearly set forth in the 
following statement made by Agent 
Walter E. Parker of the of thé Pacific 
mills, to a Telegram reporter: 

“The operatives are accusing the mill 
managers of being the author of the 
law, with which they are evidently 
greatly dissatisfied. Of course they are 
entirely wrong in their conclusions. We 
would.much prefer to have things as 
they were before. ' We pay for services 
of course and cannot pay the operatives 
when they donot -work.-As-the- mils 
ran one hour and a half less time than 
usual Tuesday, the pay of the help had 
to be reduced accordingly. 

“I understand that in some pre- 
eincts the vote was no’ larger at 8 
o'clock than in former years. It is true 
that there was a larger vote in some 
precincts early in the day, but I know 
that many operatives simply remained 
in bed longer than usual. Some oper- 
tives got up at the same time, but de- 
voted the hour and a half to other 


business and did not vote _ before 8 
o'clock.” ‘ 
One of the strongest argumenis 


against the law is the fact that the 
statute makes it impossible for the 
female operatives to earn a full day's 
pay, and even if the law should be re- 
garded as a benefit to voters it does 
not give advantages to women. 

There is a disagreement as to the 
actudl effect of the law on the yote of 
the city. Some think that the big vote 
cast was due wholly to the law and 
others claim that while the law may 
have brought the vote Out earlier, the 
fine weather and interest in the various 
contests was responsible for the size of 
the ‘vote.
